The Coffee County Com- 
mission announced last week 
that Mr. Leslie E. Mullins has 
been hired as county engineer 
for Coffee County. 

Mullins, who began work as 
the new county engineer on 
Tuesday, Feb. 1, replaces Mr. 
Bernard Richburg. Richburg, 
a state engineer, was on loan 
to Coffee County until it could 
hire a full-time engineer. Rich- 
burg will continue to work with 
the county through February to 
insure a smooth period of trans- 
ition. 

Mullins, who held the position 
as county engineer in Coffee 
County for a total of 15 years 
prior to the implementation of 
the County Unit System, is a 
native of this area. 

Mullins was born in Newton, 
and attended the public schools 
of that area. Following high 
school, Mr. Mullins attended 
Alabama Polytechnical Institute 
(Auburn), and graduated from 
the School of Engineering. 
Mullins taught school and 
worked with the State Highway 
Department following gradua- 
tion, and served for 5 years 
in the Air Force. Following 
his military service, Mr. Mul- 
lins was engaged in the con- 
struction business in the lo- 
cal area, and it was during 
that time that he served as coun- 
ty engineer. 

For the past three years, Mr. 
Mullins has been employed by 
the B. F. Williams Construction 
Company in Ozark. Mullins 
left this post to accept the posi- 
tion as county engineer.

are being taken on a CB radio 
and no action has been taken 
on this matter. Folsom said 
he was working on getting sur- 
plus state radios needed by the 
Fire Department but had nothing 
for sure at this point. 

.Folsom told the council he 
was seeking firms to bid on 
laying some special asphault 
on the North end of the North 
South airport runway. 

Police Chief Johnston reported 
that nine out of ten of the com- 
plaints received by his depart- 
ment were about dogs. ‘‘We 
are getting them everyday.” 
Johnston also noted that teen- 
agers at the Elba Recreation 
Center had requested that they 
be allowed to have a dance on 
Friday or Saturday night; a 
movie once a week and that 
a miniature golf course be con- 
structed. The council suggested 
that they work out with the 
Recreation Director on the 
dance. The idea of movies 
was discarded as being to ex- 
pensive to get good new movies 
and no disposition was made 
of the miniature golf idea. 

The matter of the dogs 
was discussed ‘at length and 
Johnston told the council there 
was nothing that the city could 
legally do about the dogs ifthey 
were tagged and had their shots 
unless the council passed a 
lease law. A citizen can swear 
out a warrant Johnston said, 
but unless this is done, his 
hands are tied. 

Mayor Folsom requested the 
news media present (THE EL- 
BA CLIPPER, WELB and THE 
DAILY LEDGER) tourge people 
to get all dogs tagged, as the

An Editorial 


Closed Meetings Not Legal 


Closed meetings by any governing body in Alabama are 
not legal unless “the good name of a man or woman is being 
considered.” Recent Attorney General rulings have indicated 
that a City Council can't meet behind closed doors for any 
reason. 

THE ELBA CLIPPER closely follows ali actions of 
boards, councils and commissions within the county and has 
to fight the battle continuously. Common sense must prevail 
on releasing information but the big question ts “Who will 
decide?” Alabama law leaves no room for applying common 
sense. Therefore, the County Commission was wrong in their 
recent meetings that resulted in the hiring of a very capable 
county engineer - yet not one of the meetings concerning this 
matter was a public meeting! 

The City Council of Elba met Monday night with the entire 
police department - with full knowledge of this newspaper They 
were not technically behind closed doors, since the door was 
actually open and a representative of this newspaper went to 
the door and talked with a person in the room about another 
matter. The meeting was an attempt to solve some internal 
problems between elected officials and the police department 
Problems we have been aware of for some time and have 
worried about for several months as the problems mounted 
We discussed the meeting with almost all the elected officials 
and with many of the police officers prior to the meeting and 
were at City Hall for another meeting when this one ended and 
were briefed on the meeting immediately afterwards. We got 
the impression from everyone we talked to that it was a success 
- which made us feel good 

The meeting was to solve internal problems but we were 
not barred from the discussion - and it was a discussion, no 
official vote was taken. In fact City Councilmen and police 
officers alkie said “come on to the meeting if you want to, I 
don't care.” 

The matter of reusing to give out any information over 
the telephone to anyone in luding the news media was a hurried 
suggestion by members of the council in response to radio 
operators complaining about the flood of telephone calls when 
the fire alarm is sounded or the rescue squad goes out It was 
a bad decision and a radio operator told us after the meeting, 
“Don't worry, it won't last long.” Little did we realize at the 
time that the police chief would be given the authority to con- 
tinue as his department had been doing in the past 

Again, closed meetings are not legal and to prevent gunshy 
officials from abusing the freedom the news media usually 
gives them to solve internal problems, we strongly suggest 
such problems be solved before they require meetings of the 
full governing body - - and it can be done

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HEAVY LOSSES 

The economic loss being 
experienced by farmers 
throughout the eastern half 
of the United States is stag- 
gering. Even cattle and hogs 
on full feed make little if any 
gain during severely cold 
weather; many baby pigs 
that will be born throughout 
the country in the next few 
days won't survive. Milk pro- 
duction goes down drastically. 
The poultry industry suffers 
from both loss in egg produc- 
tion and broiler production. A 
lot of trees will be winter 
killed. Machinery will be 
ruined. Engine blocks in many 
cases will burst and also ra- 
diators. Pipes around farm 
buildings will burst. The losses 
are so great that it is difficult 
to comprehend the total loss. 

Losses occur to people 
other than farmers, too. For 
example, fuel bills are going 
to be up dramatically for just 
about everyone. Frozen pipes 
and other manfunctions due to 
the cold weather will take a 
heavy toll. I guess we havehad 
relatively mild winters ail of 
these years. Let’s hopethatall 
of the rest of our winters to 
come will be warmer. 


PRUNING 

As soon as it warms upa 
little will be an excellent time 
to prune, foundation shrubs 
around the house. I see alot 
of people just simply clipping 
the tops off of the shrubbery 
around the house. You can get 
by with doing this for a year 
or two. The new growth 
coming on the plant occurs’ 
right where the cut is made. 
If you do this many times, your 
plant becomes top-heavy. 

The best way is to reach 
down in the plant and take off 
some limbs 3-5 inches above 
the ground. New growth will 
come out exactly where the 
cut is made, and this will keep 
the plant bushy and healthy 
around the bottom. Top-heavy 
plants just don’t look right. It 
is relatively easy to correct 
this by making several low 
cuts on the plants each year. 


CORN 

Everything you want to know 
corn production, harvesting and 
marketing will be the theme of 
a special meeting at New Brock- 
ton February 24. Several count- 
ies will be participating in this 
program. The day will begin 
with a machinery display be- 
ginning at about 3:30 atthe Farm 
Center in the afternoon of 
February 24. Then at 6:00 we 
will have a dinner for farmers 
attending. After dinner, four of 
our specialists from Auburn 
will present a program on pro- 
duction, havesting, storing and 
marketing corn. 

It looks like there is going 
to bé a lot more emphasis on 
-orn this year. Both corn &soy- 
beans appear to be profitable 
crops for 19°77. We want to 
do everything we can to get 
prepared for a good year. 


SPRAYING FRUIT TREES 
Coffee County homeowners 
who have peaches and plums 
Should go ahead and put on 
what we call the dormant spray. 
Temperatures need to be a 
little warmer than they are now 
to put this spray on. The oil 
spray provides a control for

scale. Superior oil is 
recommended for scale insects 
and for use on mite and ap- 
hid eggs in preference to dor- 
mant oil. Superior oil has a 
higher percentage of parrafin 


than dormant oil. This kills: 


by suffocation rather than tox- 
icity. Besuretocoverthetrees 
thoroughly. The calmer the 
day, the better the coverage will 
be. Don't spray your trees 
when the temperature is below 
32 degrees. 


MACHINERY REPAIRS 

As soon as the weather gets 
right, tractors will be working 
12 hours a day in Coffee Coun- 
ty. Now is an excellent time 
to get necessary repairs done on 
tractors and other equipment. 
Planters should be checked. 
Equipment for putting our spray 
material needs to be oiled, 
cleaned up and gotten ready, 

Very few things are more 
frustrating than to have a beau- 
tiful day to be putting out her- 
bicides and then have to spend 
a half day or day getting the 
equipment ready. It is much 
better to be ready to go than 
to have several hours of time 
Spent trying to get equipment 
ready. 

Speaking of being ready, 
some of the old timers say that 
1977 could be an excellent crop 
year. Many growers tieingood 
crop years with very cold win- 
ters, and they may have some- 
thing. I certainly hope they are 
right in 1977, : 


HOG FACILITY 

What a great response we 
are getting from businesses and 
hog producers in our fund- 
raising drive in Coffee County!

New Farm Feed 
Grain Allotments 


Farms without a feed grain 
allotment may have an allot- 
ment for the 1977 program year 
established if they meet elgi- 
bility requirements. An appli- 
cation for a new farm feed grain 
allotment must be filed with 
the county ASCS office at New 
Brockton, Alabama by February 
15, 1977. Feed Grain allotments 
for 1°77 are automatically es- 
tablished for all eligible old 
feed grain farms. Thenew farm 
provision applies only to farms 
that do not have an allotment. 

To be eligible for anew farm 
allotment, neither the owner or 
the operator of the farm may 
have an interest in any other 
farm which has a feed grain 
allotment established for 1977. 
The operator must expect to 
obtain more than 50 percent of 
his income from farming. The 
farm for which an application is 
filed must be suitable for feed 
grain production without undue 
erosion, 

Any interested producer 
who can meet these require- 
ments should contact the ASCS 
office for an application by the 
filing date. 


COMPACTION MAY BE 
CHOKING CROPS 

With the heavy equipment 
and number of trips made over 
Coffee County cropland-com- 
paction may be costing you 
money. Poor soil tilth may be 
cuased by implement or live- 
Stock traffic and some fields 
can even get surface sealing 
by rainfall or irrigation. Com- 
paction moves the soil particles 
closer together, reducing soil 
pore space, thus reducing 
water infiltration, Generally, 
soil compaction decreases as 
its organic matter content is 
increased. Soils are more re- 
sistant to compaction when a 
sod crop is included in the 
rotation compared to contin- 
uous row cropping.

In an experiment in Illinois 
na Silty clay loam soil, com 
pacted with only fourtrips over 
the field, this compaction in 
creased plow draft or pull by 
2% plant emergency was de 
layed, growth rate was reduced 
and yield was slashed by 37% 
in the first year. Many of 
the soils in Coffee County are 
sandy clay loam which have 
compaction characteristics 
Similar to this test soil. From 
an erosion standpoint, these 
soils are more erosive because 
the runoff is greater thus taking 
soil particles with it. 

Some of the symptons of 
over compaction are: slow 
plant emergency, shorter less 
hardy plants, off color leaves 
reflecting nutrient hunger or

Sive erosion also results when 
compaction is too great and 
finally you notice the increased 
power requirement compared 
to years before. 
THE ANSWER 

Reduce the number of tillage 
operations by combining opera- 
tions or going to no-till 
planters. Test the moisture of 
soil at the greatest tillage depth 
and postpone the operation if 
soil is too wet. A chisel plow 
can help break up a compacted 
subsoil, however, not as well 
as a subsoiler. Use large disks 
only when absolutely necessary 
Since they tendto cause greater 
compaction and can destroy 
terraces if not used properly. 

Good cropping practices can 
add the necessary organic mat- 
ter in addition to fertilizing

The prep basketball season may be dominating the local 
Sports scene, but the talk around Elba is about football, and 
who will be our next coach! 


NO QUICK DECISION IS EXPECTED 

1 had a talk with Superintendent of Education Elmer Taylor 
on Monday, and Mr. Taylor told me that the Board of Education 
is not even close to hiring a new coach. 

Taylor revealed that he has received six applications for 
the head coaching post, and three for an assistant coaching 
position, Taylor declined to name the applicants, but did an- 
nounce that Mack Wood has applied. 

Wood coached at Troy High School before entering private 
business, and led the Trojans to a trip to the state playoffs. 
Wood also applied for the head coaching job last year at Elba. 

Taylor said he would meet with several of the applicants 
this week, and added he hasn't met with any applicant prior to 
Monday of this week. The superintendent also insisted that no- 
body has the inside track on the job, despite rumors to the 
contrary, 

Taylor further reported that applications are still being 
accepted, and no cut-off date has been set. Taylor said he felt 
no coach will be hired at tonight’s (Thursday) meeting, but added 
the applicants would probably be discussed. 

In closing, Taylor said that Friday, January 28, was Coach 
Champion's final day of teaching at Elba High School. 


TIGERS’ RECORD STANDS AT 6-8 

Elba won two games last week and lost one free-throw con- 
test to up their record to 6-8. 

The Tigers looked good in beating Geneva and Samson and 
sookes like they were beginning to regain their early season 
orm, 

Terry Barnes got red-hot against Geneva and spurred a 
fourth quarter rally that lifted Elba to the win. Barnes is the 
Tigers’ best shot, and could hit at least 20 points a game if 
he’d look for the shot when he is open. 

Elba had absolutely no trouble dumping Samson. The bright 
spot of the game was the 22 points scored by Chip Goosby. 
Goosby has carried much of Elba’s rebounding load throughout 
the season, but in recent weeks has almost quit shooting entirely! 
Maybe his 22-point performance against Samson will give Chip 
the confidence to keep shooting. 

Elba’s Ken Martin and Willie Lowe tossed in 13 points 
apiece against Samson, and the two part-time starters are 
réally beginning to help. The duo will definitely be needed if 
the Tigers hope to post a winning chart. 

Elba’s loss to Kinston came ina game that was totally dom- 
inated (or marred) by the referees. The refs called 54 fouls and 
a total of 6 players fouled out of the game. I can understand a 
ref calling a lot of fouls if a game is getting rough, but neither 
Elba nor Kinston is a physical team. In the second half it 
seemed the refs blew their whistle every 5-10 seconds. 

I will not say the two referees called a bad game, but “in 
my opinion” they ruined what could have been a very enjoy- 
able game.

Relating to Coffee County; 
to further implement Section 
© of Act No. 160, 1°71, and 
provide the Coffee County Com- 
mission the authority toemploy 
or contract with appraisers, 
mappers, and clerical person- 
nel to maintain current evalua- 
tion of all real property and 
valuation of personal property, 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The Coffee County 
Commission shall provide 
either’ by contract or through 
full-time employment sufficient 


-appraisers, mappers and cler- 


ical personnel to maintain ap- 
praisal and mapping of all real 
property and valuation of per- 
sonal property within the 
county; provided, however, that 
this requirement shall not apply 
to property which is required 
by law to be assessed by the 
department of revenue or which 
would be required to be so 
assessed if such property were 
not exempt from ad valorem 
taxation. 

Section 2. The tax assessor 
shall prescribe the functions, 
duty and responsibility of these 
personnel to insure all property 
is properly appraised, mapped 
and valuated in accordance with 
existing laws; provided, 
however, that this requirement 
shall not apply to property which 
is required by law to he 
assessed by the department of 
revenue or which would be re- 
quired to be so assessed if 
such property were not exempt 
from ad valorem taxation. 

Section 3. The tax collector 
shall collect the cost of this 
appraisal and mapping pro- 
gram which will be borne by 
each tax agency and funds re- 
ceiving ad valorem tax reven- 
ues based on its pro rata share 
of the total funds received. 

Section 4. The provisions 
of this act are severable. If 
any part of this act is declared 
to be invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains.

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Foster Parents Assist 


County Pensions & Security 


This is second in a series 
of articles on the service and 
financial aid programs of the 
Coffee County Department of 
Pensions and Security. 

Some of the most dedicated 
people working for the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions 
and Security are not employees 
of the agency, according to its 
Director, Mrs. Lucile G. Mc- 
Minn. 

She was referring to the 
county’s foster parents, the 
people who care for children 
who, for a number of reasons, 
heed a temporary home. 

Children enter foster care 
because of dependence, neglect, 
abuse or other problems. Many 
times, according to Mrs. Mc- 
Minn, a child entering foster 
care has had a less than happy 
life with his or her natural 
parents, which makes the role 
of a foster parenta particularly 
demanding and important one. 

“We consider our Coffee 
County foster parents to be our 
partners in caring for children 
who need guidance and love as 
well as the basic necessities,” 
Said Mrs. McMinn. “Foster 
parents must be able to meet 
the special needs that a child 
is likely to have, andthey must 
also prepare the child for a 
future situation, which might 
include returning to his or her 
natural parents, adoption, or 
placement in a group home.” 

For. meeting these heavy 
responsibilities, foster parents 
receive $100.00 per month 
board payment for each child 
plus a $30.00 service fee. The 
amount is not nearly large 
enough to attract prospective 
foster parents unless they truly 
love children, said Mrs. Mc- 
Minn. 

“No one becomes a foster 
parent just to get the money,” 
she emphasized. 

The average foster parent, 
she added, is demographically 
the average Alabama couple, 
although there are some single 
women in the program. They 
have an average income and 
they quite often have children 
of their own. Statewide, there 
are about 2,000 foster families. 
In Coffee County there are 
seven. 

Although caring for a child 
has its obvious rewards, there 
are also great demands to be 
met by foster parents. Perhaps 
the greatest demand is an emo- 
tional one --having eventually 
to relinquish a child to a per- 
manent situation. 

In most counties, the demand 
foster families is greater than 


the supply. Coffee County is no 
exception, according to Mrs. 
McMinn. 

“We always need more foster 
parents,” she said. Too often, 
she added, children must be 
placed in group facilities far 
from their home. It goes with- 
out saying that this situation 
is usually not ideal for a child 
that may feel unwanted to start 
with. 

“We are actively seeking 


families who want to give a 
child -- or two -+ a chance 
in life,” said Mrs. McMinn. 


“Those families that do may 
discover that they will get as 
much from the relationship as 
the child does.” 

She added that interested 
persons should call the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions 
and Security at 697-2268.

On a cold rainy day in January 1, 1967 the Elba Nursing 
Home opened its doors to serve the public with a bed capa- 
city of 40. : 

The Nursing Home, like the hospital, was financed by a l¢ 
sales tax from the City of Elba, along with Hill-Burton matching 
funds. An additional 7 beds were opened for occupancy on 
October 20, 1975. 

At the present time it is certified as a combination Skilled 
and ICF home, and also Medicare approved. 

To be certified as a Skilled Nursing Facility it must be 
licensed by the State of Alabama, HEW and MSA. It must 
have a governing body with written policies and procedures, 
Utilization Review Plan, physician’s recommendations, be able 
to cover any emergency, 24-hour nursing care service, main- 
tain records properly, Rehab Services, Social Services, activ- 
ities, Nursing Home - Hospital Transfer Agreement, drugs 
obtained and dispensed properly and according to professional 
standards, adequate and nutritious foods to meet dietary needs 
in compliance with all sanitary and safety codes, building and 
maintenance to insure a safe, functional, sanitary and com- 
fortable environment for the residents. 

On opening day in 1967, twenty one senior citizens were 
admitted, and of the original admissions only one still lives 


there. She is Miss Gypsie Blue who was %6 years young on 
January 5. Miss Blue said, ‘‘This is a nice and comfortable 
place. It is very pleasant and everyone likes each other. 


We should all be thankful we have a home like this.”’ 
The Elba Nursing Home is being served by some of Coffee 
County’s finest physicians. All are original Elbians except 


Dr. Jim Boyce who just recently joined the staff from On- 
tario, Canada, but his wife Linda is one of Elba’s own. The 
medical staff consists of Dr. J. M. Kimmey, Chief of Staff, 
Dr. Donald Crook, Dr. L.B. Cooper, and Dr. Boyce. 
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The Board of Trustees now serving Elba Nursing Home and 
Elba Hospital are: Drexel Cook, Chairman; W.L. Brunson, 
Vice Chairman; George L. Collier, Member; Jake L. Mor- 
row, Member; Virgil Coleman, Member. These men are 
appointed by the City Council and serve for a period of five 
years on a staggering basis. 

Mr. Jim Nichols is now serving this facility as Adminis- 
trator. He replaced Mr. Lowell Benton who resigned in April 
1974. 

Mr. Nichols a retired Lt. Colonel in the U.S. Army was ser- 
ving as hospital administrator in Florida before he accepted 
this position. He has gained the respect of the employees, 
and each resident has felt close to him because his manner 
has given them the feeling that they were extra special. 

Mr. Nichols keeps up with the business by attending seminars 
for Continuing Education in the Health Field. His duties en- 
compass the overall administrative functions of the Nursing 
Home, acts as Laison between Board of Trustees and Medical 
Staff. He serves as President of Coffee County Health Ad- 
visory Council and Chairman of Coffee County Council on 
Prevention of Child Abuse and Neglect. 

Mr. Nichols had this to say with regards to his work at the 
Elba Nursing Home: ‘‘When I assumed the duties of Adminis- 
trator of the hospital and nursing home I knew the daily ad- 
ministration of both facilities would be similar. To say I was 
a little apprehensive about how | could personally interact 
with the residents is putting it mildly. I made a concentrated 


effort to learn as much as | possibly could about each resi- 
dent by talking to the staff and reviewing records. I then be- 
gan my visits with each one and before I realized it I had for- 
ty very favorite people io visit with as often as possible and 
time would permit. 


Many fimes when pressures of the hos- 


3 pital get a little too much I have gone to the nursing home to 


to visit and after a while I can go back to the hospital refreshed 
and ready to continue my work. I guess what I'm really saying 
is that my folks in the nursing home do more for me some- 
time than I’m capable of doing for them. I have thought many 
times about how fortunate I am that I have the residents to 
visit, Wouldn’t it be nice if some merchant, banker and others 
could take the time to do the same. I would warn them though; 
don’t try it unless you are willing to leave your business con- 
cerns at the front door and above all don’t set your visiting 
time too short; more than likely you’ stay beyond your-al- 
loted time. You also may find yourself involved in sewing on 
a quilt as I have done. Also, don’t feel embarrassed if the 
0 years young lady across from you can sew a better stitch 
than you; she knows she is much better at it than you anyway.”’ 


Mrs. Lorene Bryan has served in the Health Field for a 
period of 13 1/2 years. She was the first person to be hired 
to work at the Elba General Hospital beginning her duties 
as Office Manager on July 1, 1963. She served in that capa- 
city until the nursing home opened, and then divided between 
the two facilities until June 1974 when she was made adminis- 
trative assistant to Mr. Nichols, Administrator. Her duties 
encompass all office duties including admitting, discharging, 
counseling with sponsors with regards to the needs of the resi- 
dent, Social Service Designeesand Activity Consultant. 

This statement was made by Mrs. Bryan regarding her work: 
“] find each new day is more rewarding than the day before. 
Just having the opportunity to help those who cannot help them- 
selves is what makes my day. If you have not visited our home, 
I would like to give everyone a special invitation to come and 
meet some of the loveliest people in the world.”’ 
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nishes refreshments at Christmas time for a party for the 
residents and staff. Mr. and Mrs. John D. Lowery and group 
conduct the Sunday School Class every Sunday morning. Mrs. 
Eva Deal and Mrs. Hazel Lee conduct the singing for Wednes- 
day church services. Miss Helen Taylor visits and writes 
letters for residents and helps with game time on Monday 
afternoon. Mrs. Glennie Parker helps activity staff with 
baking time Wednesday afternoons. WMU ladies of White- 
water Baptist Church furnish refreshments for the monthly 
birthday parties. The People’s Bank and the Elba Exchange 
Bank furnish a new dollar bill for each of the residents on 
their birthday.

Flu Bug Bites Area School Students 


The outbreak of flu currently 
sweeping across Alabama has 
reached Coffee County, and has 
caused the closing of the Elba 
City schools and the Kinston 
school system. 

The Elba schools shut-down 
on Tuesday afternoon for the 
remainder of the week, while 
classes at Kinston were dis- 
missed on Wednesday after- 
noon. Both schools will re-open 
on Monday, February 14. 

A county-wide survey con- 
ducted by THE ELBACLIPPER 
on Tuesday ofthis week reveal- 
ed that Elba is being hit hardest 
by the bug. 

School officials at Elba re- 
ported that the number of stu- 
dents absent has grown from 
279 on Friday to 404 on Tuesday. 

Statistics released at Elba 
High School show that 116 stu- 
dents (or 14%) were absent on 
Friday, 157 (or 19%) were out 
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Begins For 


Higher-education level is 
the goal of 21 residents of the 
work-release center in Elba. 
Monday night of this week, the 
men began classes in Adult 
Basic Education to earn their 
high-school diploma.

City School 
Board Meeting 
Was Short 


The regular meeting of the 
Elba City School Board Thurs- 
day night was probably the 
shortest on record. The board 
members were all present. 
After approving the salaries 
and other normal bills the board 
approved one temporary teach- 
er, a requirement for teachers 
to get extra training and ad- 
journed shortly thereafter. 

Board members were ex- 
pecting an announcement onthe 
coaching choice and waited 
around a few minutes following 
the meeting to hear Superin- 
tendent Elmer Taylor make 
some announeement. However, 
Taylor said he was not pre- 
pared to make an announcement 
at that time. He later explained 
that he was waiting for the man 
selected to formally resign at 
Brantley before he made his 
recommendation known. The 
board had met earlier in the 
week and given Taylor the au- 
thority to hire the man he felt 
was best qualified. Taylor made 
the hiring official Tuesday when 
he announced that he had hired

close. The other schools (New 
Brockton and Zion Chapel) re- 
port that attendance is normal.” 

In New Brockton, principal 
Stanley Walker ——sreported, 
“We're not being hit as hard 
as other schools in our area. 
I think we are getting over it, 
and I hope the worst is over.” 

Walker revealed that % of 
the students at New Brockton 
were out on Monday, but that 
only 7% were absent Tuesday. 

At Zion Chapel Tuesday, 
Norman Green said, “Absent- 
ees are running about normal, 
however, the flu hasn't hit here 
yet!” Green reported that 12% 
of the Zion Chapel student body 
were absent on Tuesday. 

Officials at Kinston gave no 
official count, but the absentee 
rate is believed to be over 35%. 
Kinston principal, Mr. James 
Helms said, “We have got a lot 
of people absent, and we also 
have a lot of sick children com- 
ing to school.” 

Helms reported that Friday’s 
basketball game at Straughan 
would be played, but added the 
7th and 8th grade games sche- 
duled in Kinston on Thursday 
against Elba had to be can- 
celled. 

Medical authorities in the 
county feel the worst of the flu 
outbreak is over, but the bug 
is expected to move on across 
the state.

City Faces Water Pressure Problems 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
stric Board met Tuesday night of 
this week with only Oscar 
Vaughan, Jr. absent from the 
meetings. Present were Chair- 
man Charles Hayes, and mem- 
bers Mayor Bob Folsom, Coun- 
cilmen Cleo Hawkins and Mike 
Russell. 

Lamar Faulk, of Polyen- 
gineering in Dothan, appeared 
before the board at the re- 
quest of Chairman Hayes. Faulk 
explained to the Board just how 
to solve some of the problems 
facing the Board on the water 
system in Elba, including low 
pressure in several areas and 
troubles with the wells. One 
well has been closed by the 
Health Department because it 
was pumping too much sand into 
the water system, another is 
pumping on 300 gallons a 
minute when it is rated at 600 
gallons a minute and the third 
is possibly breaking suction be- 
cause it is overworked. 

Cost of repairing the three 
wells ranges from $48,000 down 
to $6,000. Cost of moving pres- 
sure regulators to help the 
pressure problems are es- 
timated at $1500 each, according 
to Faulk. 5 

Mike Russell made a motion 
that Faulk’s firm be relained 
to work out the details to solve 
all these problems but neither 
Hawkins or Folsom seconded 
the motion and it died. Later 
Hawkins said he wanted to get 
the problems solved but - felt 
another approach was better. 

Hawkins made a motion to 
purehase a separator to install 
on the well at the Pea River 
Bridge, as recommended by the 
Health Department. This was 
accepted by the Board and bids 
will be requested immediately. 
The cost is expected to be 
$6000 or $7000 installed. 

A lengthy discussion on the 
cutting of trees on private prop- 
erty resulted in the Board fol- 
lowing the recommendation of 
Chairman Hayes. He told the. 
Board members that in the past 
only dead trees in the power 
lines were cut by the Board 


Jury Returns Not

A Coffee County Circuit 
Court Jury returned a Not- 
Guilty verdict Tuesday against 
Melvin White in the December 
27th shooting death of his wife, 
Maggie White. 

White was charged with first 
degree murder in the death. 
Mrs. White died of head wounds 
from a .410 shotgun in the fam- 
ily home. White told the court 
the shooting was accidental.

Kinder, and was sentenced to 
15 years.

Ringsdorf for damage to some 
equipment by a power surge. 

Residential customers will 
pay a $10.00 deposit for water 
and $30.00 for electricity ef- 
fective immediately. This is 
increased from $7.50 and $20.00 
respectively. Hayes said this 
was due to the increase in the 
cost of utilities’ and the addi- 
tional money will help defray 
any bill the customer fails to 
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pay when moving. 

Discussion of buying a trash 
pump and a derrick truck were 
tabled until later meetings. 

Bills for the utility depart- 
ment customers were reviewed 
and there were $806.37 in late 
bills, $726.59 in inactive ac- 
counts (people have moved and 
deposits have not been applied) 
and $1109.64 in accounts where 
the meters had been pulled. 
Board employees stated that 
these latter accounts will prob- 
ably be collected because people 
need their utilities. , 

The financial status of the 
utility board indicated the Board 
had made _ some profit last 
month. However, this profit 
will be applied to repaying bond 
issues borrowed to build and 
repair the utilities.

Mike Sasser, who is rec- 
ognized as one of the top young 
football coaches in the state, 
has been named as the head 
football coach at Elba High 
School. 


Sasser, the head football 


coach at Brantley High School — 


for the past three years, ac- 
cepted the position on Mon- 
day, February 7. 

Sasser, age 30, began his 
football career at T.R. Miller 
High School in Brewton, where 
he was named All-State as a 
running back. After graduat- 
ing from Miller in 1965, Sasser 
attended the University of Ala- 
bama on a football scholar- 
ship. He played defensive back 
during his career with the 
Crimson Tide. 

Mike Sasser became Coach 
Sasser following graduation in 
1970 when he became anassist- 
ant coach at Mt. Brook High 
School in Birmingham. He re- 
mained at Mt. Brook, a Class 
4A school, for three years be- 
fore becoming an assistant 
coach at Vestavia High School. 
He was at Vestavia only one 
year when he was named head 
coach at Brantley. 

Coach Sasser’s 1974 Bull- 
dog team recorded an 8-3 rec- 
ord and participated inthe state 
Class A playoffs. In 1975 
Brantley posted a9-1 chart, and 
this past year, Sasser led the 
Bulldogs to a 13-1 record, and 
the runner-up-spot in the Class 
A football playoffs. During 
his three years at Brantley, 
Coach Sasser’s teams com- 
piled an excellent record of 30 
wins and only 5 losses. 

It was announced this week 
that Coach Sasser has been 
selected to coach the South 
All-Stars in the High School 
All-Star game this summer. 

Sasser is married to the 
former Ann Marie Tucker of 
Frisco City, and they have one 
son, Shane, age 3.
